1 . A compound of Formula 1 including its stereoisomers, pharmaceutically 
acceptable salts, and hydrates thereof.

is selected from Ci-galkyl, Cs-ealkenyl, Ca-ealkynyl, Cs-vcycloalkyl,

and 

15 R^ is selected from hydrogen and Ci.6alkyl;

m is 0 or an integer from 1 to 6; and

20 2. A compound of claim 1 wherein R^ is methyl, the carbon to which R^ is 
attached is of the (R) configuration, and m is 0. 
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3. A compound of claim 1 where R' is Ci^alkyl, Ca-ealkenyl, or Cs-ealkynyl. 

4. A compound of claim 2 where R* is Ci-ealkyl, Cs-ealkenyl, or Cs-ealkynyl. 

5 5. A compound of claim 2 selected from the following group:

6. A compound of claim 1 wherein R^ is methyl, the carbon to which R^ is 
attached is of the (R) configuration, and m is 1.

7. A pharmaceutical composition for the treatment of disorders responsive to the 
inhibition of P-amyloid peptide production wherein the composition comprises a 
therapeutically effective amount of a compound of claim 1 in association with a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier or diluent.

8. A pharmaceutical composition of claim 7 suitable for oral administration. 

9. A method for the treatment of disorders responsive to the inhibition of P- 
amyloid peptide production in a mammal in need thereof, which comprises 

30 administering to said mammal a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of 
claim 1.
